The cost of the Ricochet unlimited Internet service 
is $30 a month plus the modem, which start at $1 2.50 a month, 

As with most systems of this nature there are a 
number of different upgrades that can be obtained to upgrade 
the basic system. The modems may be rented, leased or 
purchased outright. Anyone wanting further information may 
contact (Robbie's- friend) Donna at 408-371-0385.

library. To survive, you mustn’t stay 
on the dry land too long. Make points 
by dropping nuts on the amphibians as 
they pass oelow. If a nut hits, it’s 
replaced, Birds (and sauirrels) will 
also drop them. The game is over wnen 
they’re all gone; or if you touch any 
amphibian or etc. If you pause awhile 
the game goes into ’DEMO’ mode. When 
you turn black (dehydrate?) you sust 
go back to the swamp. Your HI score 
Is displayed during any session. 

CHAIN, BAS- (Chain Reaction) is an 
excellent strategy Game; for 1 player 
or 2, with Joystick (s) . You'll Place 
bombs on a grid so that they explode 
and take over adjacent souares. It’s 
a little like OTHELLO, and the object 
of the game is also- to take the most 
territory. The file ( CHAIN. ODD) does 
a fine job of explaining the rules of 
play, plus providing some hints as to 
the best strategy, 

KCAVERN, OBJ is an action Game by 
Len Dorfman (from Bellcoo) , You have 
five lives with which to explore the 
K(armic) Caverns. The Game eras when 
you lose these lives, or when the on- 
screen timer runs out. Make points by 
touching the dots (100) or the dashes 


(3-800). Touching the walls or posts 
or the floating (lacey) squares costs 
one of your lives. HI scores in each 
’round’ are shown. You should be able 
to beat my High of 3000! 

PSTR205.BAS is the latest update 
of Tom Andrew's PRINTSTAR program. It 
revises earlier versions by providing 
the user with the ability to pre-set 
the actual printed length (in inches! 
of the text. I used it to print out 
the SLCC Journal article for June, It 
was programmed by Tom in response to 
my suggestion. Other versions of this 
program (and general historical data) 
are on SLCC disks Nos, 1011; 1109 and 
1110; 1304; t 1307. 

PSTR205.DOC an this disk, gives a 
brief description of the use of this 
version, and the background for it.
